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‘L. On 20 April MAO Tse-tung irsued inetiructions for the rélie’ of the Chinese 
Communist 64 and, 65 Armies from the western front in Karee. Seplacements were 
expected to be mibre powerful newly-tweined Chinese Communis! armies. After the 
rotation ts completed, a general offensive is to begin. 


2. On 5 May, one of a group of three kumdred soldiers in Sinanju stated that they 
were part of a umit of the 65 Axvmy being rotated to China. 


3. Units of the Chinese Communist 4, b5 and 46 Armies were moving south through 
Prydugyang during the period of 1 to 18 May. 


4. There is a large concentration of troops from the Chinese Communist 4 Army at 
Hukkyo (125-47, 36046) (yc-4298). The Chinese Commmist LS Army is to replace 
the 65 Arwy in the Baecong areca.
